EATHER AND C ROS. 
Some ofthe Southern California 
papers, in commenting upon the re- 
cent showers of min, have assumed 
that this moisture is sufficient to in- 
sure bountiful crops throughout the 
southern counties. Such an assump- 
tion is altogether unfounded and mis- 
leading. Since it first became evident 
that we were probably in for an ex- 
ceptionally dry season, The Times 
has presented every few weeks a 
careful analysis of the situation, alm- 
ling to give the exact truth, without 
errigg on the side of pessimism or 
of undue optimism. It will avail noth- 
| ing, but on the contrary do consider- 
' able harm, to pretend to believe that 
conditions are entirely satisfactory, 
‘when they are really quite erwise. 


5 The rainfall of the present season, 
from September 1 up-to-date, amounts 
now to 1.63 inches, of which the first 
downfall, of .53 inches, in the closing 
days of September, was a shower of 
local origin, from the Colorado River 
country, not the commencement of 
the regular seasonal rains, which 
come down to Southern California from 
the north Pacific Coast. This total 
fall, of a little over an inch and a 
half, is unprecedently small, and is a 
legitimate cause for anxiety on the 
: part of our “dry ranchers,” when we 
remember that only about six weeks 
remain during which we can reason- 
ably expect any appreciable amount of 
: rain, and considerably less than that 
period during which a rainfall would 
be of material benefit to a majority 
of the non-irrigated crops of this sec 
tion. We should by this time have had 
at least half of the average seasonal 
. rainfall of 16 inches. There is no 
precedent for anything like such a 
Nght rainfall up to this date dur- 
ing: the twenty-five rears that a rec- 
_ord has been kept in Los Angeles by 
the United States Bureau, or the 
five preceding years during which an 
unofficial record was kept by the late 
Mr. Ducommun. Even the disastrous 
dry season of 1876-77 snowed more 
rain than this, up-to-date 1» find’ any- 
thing like the present aon. we have 
to go back forty years, to the season 
pa of 1863-64, when old timers say it 

| did not rain a drop a!! the winter. 

f 15 The rains that fell recently did 
; some good, in preparing land for the 
. plow and starting grain that had been 
dry sown, also in starting feed, that 
will perhaps save thr lives of some 
cattle and sheep, but unless those 
rains are supplemented, within a week 
or ten days, by further moisture from 
above, the outlook for the grain crop 
olf Southern California is very gloomy. 
Reports received by the Weather Bu- 
reau and by grain dealers, from vari- 
ous sections of Southern California, 
show that in almost all cases the 
farmers say they will need more rain 
within a couple of weeks, to supple- 
ment the good effects of those which 
fell recently. Some <ections of South- 
ern California were mare favored 
than others in that rain storm. The 
greatest precipitation appears to have 
been in the mountain regions of San 
Diego county, where in some places 
over two inches fell. Around the prin- 
cipal grain growing sections of this 
county, in the San Fernando valley 
and ‘thereabounts, the rainfall was 
much lighter, amounting on the aver- 
age to less than an inch. Grain deal 
ers estimate that !f we have more 
rain within ten days from date we 
shall be able to harvest in Southern 
: California about 65 per cent. of an 
average crop of barley, and 25 per 
cent. of an average crop of wheat. 
Should rains be much longer delayed 
it is probable that the wheat crop

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come more varied and every year the 
crowd of health and pleasure seekers 
who come to spend their time and 
money with gis increases in volume. 
As recently mentioned in these col- 
umus, the industries of Southern Cal- 
ifornia that depend directly on rain 
represent only about 15 per cent of the 
total products of the seven southern 
counties, including the income derived 
from visitors. Under such circum- 
stances, we may be content to ignore 
the gloomy predictions of those old- 
timers, who have not yet learned to 
realize that Southern California has 
ceased to depend for support on wool 
and hides. 

The moral to be learned from this 
probable drought is, as The Times has 
said, that farming in Southern Cal- 
ifornia without irrigation is and must 
be more or less of a gamble. Let us 
go on developing, as fast as possible, 
all the available water for irrigation, 
by impounding it in the mountains, 
and pumping it from the ground. Also 
let the stock men make a practice of 
either having a tract of irrigated 
land on which they may raise alfalfa, 
or of purchasing hay when it is cheap, 
and storing it, not against a rainy 
day, but against the day when it does 
not rain. Thus, we shall be able to 
face an occasional dry season with 
more equanimity. 


NTI-INJUNCTION BILL. 

} A measure is pending before 
Congress (known as House Bill No. 89, 
and otherwise known as the Anti-In- 
junction Bill) which the labor-union 
lobby is making strenuous efforts to 
have passed. This measure would 
more accurately express its purpose in 
the title if it were entitled “a bill to 
legalize boycotting and to protect boy- 
cotters in their illegal and unjustifiable 
methods.” It is similar in import to 
measures which have been introduced 
in State Legislatures from time to 
time at the instance of labor bosses, 
and which have generally been voted 
down. A bill of like character was 
before the California Legislature at 
its last session, but it was defeated in 
spite of the determined efforts of union- 
labor lobbyists and a number of dem- 
agogical, cringing legislators. The bill 
now before Congress is almost identi- 
cal with one which was defeated in 
the preceding Congress. If it should 
pass, its effect would be to deprive 
business men, employers and the pub- 
lic generally of the protection which 
it is the province of the law to provide 
in times of labor disturbance. 

In effect, this newest and dangerous 
piece of proposed legislation provides 
that no agreement, combination, or 
contract, by or between two or more 
persons, to do or procure to be done, 
any act in contemplation or further- 
ance of any trade dispute between em- 
ployers and employés, shall be deemed 
criminal, nor shall those engaged 
therein be indictable or otherwise pun- 
ishable for the crime of conspiracy, if 
such act committed by one person 
would not be punishable as a crime: 
nor shall such agreement, combination 
or contract be considered as in re- 
straint of trade, nor shal! any restrain- 
ing order or injunction be issued with 
relation thereto, 

Should this bill be enacted into law 
by Congress, its effects would be mis- 
chile vous beyond computation. It would 
give legal standing to the unfair and 
un-American methods employed by 
boycoiters to injure and ruin those up- 
on whom they see fit to visit their 
displeasure. It wou!’ “hamper and 
greatly embarrass the courts in the 
administration of justice. It would 
materially aid the would-be dictators 
of labor-untonism in their efforts to es- 
tablish and maintain a form of ind:s- 
trial despotism,in which might would 
be substituted for right; In which the 
constitutional richts of the individual 
would be systematically violated, and 
in which the interests of the public 
would be set at waught. 

In all probability, f Congress should 
pass this iniqu'tous bill, the Supreme 
Court of the United States would de- 
clare it invalid upon the firet test case 
brought before thai tribunal. But, in 
the interval, he law would work in- 
calculable mischief. It would take 
from the Hurts, to a dangerous extent, 
the power to res‘rain lawlessness and 
to throw about persons and property. 
in emergencies, the protection of the 
law.

conditions, is a time-honored and high-. 


The proposed enactment would be 
class legislation of the rankest and 
most repugnant kind. It would grant 
to a certain class of citizens privi- 
leges and immunities denied tqothers. 
It would take from certain citizens the 
protection justly due them from the 
law, and would protect other citizens 
in their trespasses upon guaranteed 
rights. The proposed legislation, ia 
brief, is utterly vicious, unjust, and 
intolerable. It ought to be defeated 
in Congress and in every legislative 
body where its advocates dare to pro- 
pose it. 

A theory, or doctrine, has been put 
forward to the effect that what one 
man may lawfully do a hundred, a 
thousand, a million, or any number of 
men may do by concert of action, law- 
fully, rightfully and without hindrance. 
This doctrine eannot logically 
be maintained, although at first 
glance it appears very plaus- 
ble. There are thousands of 
things which one man may harm- 
lessiy do, which would be harmful in 
the extreme if done by a large num- 
ber of men; and if the large number 
of men acted in concert and by pre- 
vious agreement, the act would become 
a conspiracy within the true and ob- 
vious meaning of that word. A man 
may walk across another man's lawn 
without inflicting appreciable injury. 
But if he induced a thousand or a 
hundred thousand of bis associates to 
walk across the lawn, it would be 
ruined. It would be a clear case of 
conspiracy to injure the property of 
another, but no clearer a case than 
that of a boycott deliberately entered 
into by a large number of men for 
the avowed purpose of destroying the 
property of the person or persons boy- 
cotted. 

One man may lawfully and peace- 

fully endeavor to persuade an employé 
to quit working for another. But if a 
large number of men join in the en- 
deavor, by concert of action, it be- 
comes a conspiracy, for the person ad- 
dressed is likely to be terrorized by 
sheer force of numbers, and thus co- 
erced into doing that which is against 
his desires and his better judgment. 
One person may lawfully refuse to 
buy goods of another. But when a 
large number of persdus unite in such 
refusal, by preconcerted action, the act 
becomes a conspiracy, and should be 
punishable as such, for it is against 
social peace, order and amity, opposed 
to the common weal, and grossly un- 
just toward those who are made the 
victims of the conspiracy. 
No legitimate effort should be spared 
to defeat the anti-injunction bill, for 
it is one of the most vicious pieces of 
class legislation that has come before 
Congress in many a day. 


There is no more prop!tlous time than 
during a dry spell to pave the streets 
of a city, and there is no metropolis 
in the country in which a large increase 
in the number of paved streets would 
be more welcome than in our own 
matchless and imperial Los Angeles. 
As The Times has taken frequent occa- 
sion to remark in the past, here where 
we have asphalt at our doors there 
owght to be maintained the very fines: 
system of asphalted streets on the con- 
tinent. Agreeing that there is now and 
then something done in the direction 
of paving with this ideal material, the 
fact is self-evident that there is no 
general movement in sight looking to a 
big paving echeme tor the better por- 
tion of the city. It is not necessary to 
advance arguments in favor of well- 
paved streets. The fact of their need 
is patent to every citizen of the mu- 
nicipality, and the sooner a strenuous 
effort to pave the city is made the 
quicker will the glories, beauties and 
comfort of Los Angeles be advanced 
to the maximum. Let's pave.

Oddly enough, the room of the Ho- 
tel Angelus in which the Loyal Legion 
banquet in honor of Lincoln's birth- 
day took place, was quaintly suggestive 
of the casemate of a fort.

The grand jury of Middlesex county 
returned an indictment against him 
and although it is reported that his fa- 
ther made good the loss occasioned by 
his dishonesty, the officers continued to 
search for him.

RE-ENACT ORDINANCE.

Oi! Operators Register Vigorous 
Protest—Standard’s Big Reservoirs

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

BAKERSFIELD. Feb. 12.--At the last 
meeting the Supervisors of Kern county 
decided to re#nact the boiler inspection 
ordinance, which was repealed at the 
December meeting, and Dist.-Atty. 
Laird was instructed to prepare a draft 
of an ordinance to be submitted next 
month. 

A large deiegation of oll men wag at 
the meeting o oppose this action. An 
protested thut the inspection 
was entirely useless and unjustifiable. 
Boilers came from the shops after a 
thorough test, guaranteed to last five 
years at the least, and therefore as 
most of the boilers used in the fleld 
were new, there was no danger from 
that source. Moreover for their own 
protection the companies were taking 
every precaution themselves. The boli- 
era were regularly inspected by compe- 
tent men and none were used if they 
were found to be unfit. 

The former ordinance. moreover, u- 
vested the inspector with much arbi- 
trary power. He could come upon the 
property at any time, and compel a ces. 
sation of work whenever he saw fit to 
make his inspections, and could cause 
a company heav™ loss and much incon- 
venience should be be inclined to do so. 

The Supervisors, however, informed 
the operatore that in drafting the new 
ordinance they would be given every 
opportunity to state their side o. the 
question, and every care would be 

ven to conserve their just rights an! 
nterests. 

A strong petition was presented to the 
board signed by many of the oll fleld 
engineers and firemen who, are in 
charge of steam plants, who declare 
that they consider the inspettion a 
great protection to life. In his last re- 
port Inspector Smith made the state-

“These are nobie purposes, „nien we 
cannot do better than to occasionally 
recall, for, in the swift progress of 
the times, there is a temptation to do 
the work nearest at hand, while less 
conspicuous duties o unperformed; 
and it may be beneficial for institu- 
tions as well as men to pause from 
time to time and reflect upon the pur- 
poses of their existence, and declare 
them over again. 

“So seigom has attention been called 
to the bfoad purposes for which this 
Organization was formed that there 
comes to be a widely-held opinion, 
based on its features which are most 
conspicuous, that this chamber is bar- 
ren of any more beneficent or lofty pur- 
pose than to exhibit fruit and distrib- 
ute advertisements. 

“While 1400 intelligent and public- 
spirited members give it their uffailing 
support, it can hardly be said that the 
chamber fails to be appreciated, but 
the appreciation seems to rest some- 
what too much upon its valae as an 
agency for disseminating information 
to attract more people. It would be 
dificult to overestimate the value of 
ite services in that respect, but I wish 
to make emphatic the assertion that 
the chamber has other purposes equal- 
ly worthy of attention, and a power for 
public usefulness that has never yet 
been fully utilized. 

“Much as this chamber has done, 
(and it has undougtedly done more 
than any other single agency outside 
of nature.) to stimulate the population 
and development of this part of Callfor- 
nia, it does not seem tov much to as- 
ert that its dest and most productive 
work may yet be done—that it can 
improve our country, as well as pop- 
ulate it. and that it only awaits the 
full realization of its members that 
they have created an Institution en- 
Joying the public confidence, rich in 
members who freely give it the best 
of their abilities. and capable of exert- 
ing the immense tufluence that 
with intelligent organization, and the 
courage of high motives.” 

PLACE IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 

In pointing out the benefit which he 
believes the chamber may e in the 
assistance of constituted authorities tn 
the administration of public affairs, Mr. 
McKee said:

Justices Austin and Chambers Up- 
hold the Validity of the Ordinance, 
but the Recalcitrant Landlords De- 


If Justices Austin and Chambers 
rightly interpret the law, and they are 
quite confident that they do, none of 
the hotel and lodging-house keepers 
of Los Angeles can escape payment 
of the license tax imposed by the City 
Council. 

The ordinance provides that keepers 
of hotels or lodging-howses not er- 
ceeding forty rooms shall pay a - 
dense tax of $3 per quarter. A number 
of the small lodging-house keepers 
have resisted payment of the tax, with 
the result that the Police Cour dock- 
ets are encumbered with many muisde 
meanor. cases growing out of this re- 
fusal.

“My God, Billie, what have you 
done? His reply was that he had 
killed Simmons because the latter had 
beat him out of $19,000 and a valuabie 
“ater right. Miller appeared per- 
fectly sane and collected, and while 


he was willing to surrender himself 


end give up his rifle, he asked the 
right to keep a Colt's automatic re- 


volver to protect himself shou'd any 


attempt at lynching be made.“

roboratlve evidence, stating that Miller 


accused Simmons of having  stoien 


valuable papers, and beat him out of 


nines. 


The sensation of the day was sprung 


when the defense took Smithson in 
hand for cross-examination. Smithson 
had testified as to all the circum- 
stances leading up to the shooting, 
commencing from the time he met 
Simmons in Manvel on that fatal day. 
and was invited by him to drive out 


te the mines with him. Smithson was 


not positive whether the first or sec- 
ond shot struck Simmons. At the fir- 
ing of the @irst shot Simmons turned 
partly arcund in his seat, fafing un- 
zer. 


The trend of the cro@-examination 


was as to whether Smithson, the wit- 
press, was armed at that time, the in- 
ference being drawn that it was he 


who fired the fatal shot, when Sim- 
mons’s back was turned. Smithson 
has a very bad reputation, having fig. 


ured as defendant in the famous “Red 


Calf’ case of tome years ago, in 


which he was charged with having 
siolen cattie. So positive were § the 
ting authorities of his guilt 


that they put him on trial three times, 
but could not secure a verdict of con-

I need 
cite only @ few instances to illustrate 
the condition of the drought In this sec- 
tion. We have had practically no rain 
this year, and very little rain for sev- 
eral years past. One surface well alone 
from which I formerly obtained ample 
water for 200 head of stock, is not now 
sufficient to supply twenty-five head. 
A few days ago out of a band of four 
young horses on the range, one was 
down and could not get up. and another 
is in such condition that it cannot last 
lorig. These were all mustang horses, 
which have been raised in Antelope 
Valley, and are accustomed to the 
range, and will live where cattle can- 
not possibly survive. A great many in- 
stances of similar character could be 
cited, Stock in the grazing section of 
the valley is in a deplorable condition. 
I have no desire to injure Antelope Val- 
ley or any of the people residing there. 
On the contrary what little I possess is 
invested here, and i believe I am as 
much interested as any one in main- 
taining the good name of the valley. I 
have no apologies to make for the in- 
terview. text of the article le ab- 
solutely true, and can be verified by 
any one who will take the pains to in- 
vestigaté the real situation here.
